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A MARKET. 

The observations given in another column 
regarding British Columbia, ite trade and 
prospects are chiefly of interest to us in their 
bearing on our own material interests, and 
they certainly have in many respecte a very 
direct bearing on these interests. Coming 
from the east, as most of us have, and being 
familiar with the flow of trade to and from 
Europe, the great consumer, we have the 
idea thatall trade must follow the same 
lines. In this idea we feel that every mile 
we make westward takes us further away 
from our markets and that therefore we in 
Alberta are at a disadvantage reyarding 
markets as compared with the settlers in 
Manitoba. We have forgotten that the 
world is round and that very far west 18 east. 
Although we are further from the markets of 
Europe than Ontario or Manitoba we are by 
just that much nearer the markets of far 
more densely populated Asia,and besides are 
immediately adjoining the greatest timber 
and mineral producing region of the world. 
As the agricultural possibilities of British 
Columbia are very limited and its resources 
of forest and mine unlimited it stands to 
reason that as the latent weath of that 
province is developed a market will be furn- 
ished for the agricultural products of Alberta, 
which stands in the best pussible position to 
supply them. Supposing that British Colum. 
bia will always be able to supply its own beef, 
which is not likely, it cannot now and will 
be still leas able in the future, to supply its 
own flour, bacon, butter, eggs, vegetables 
and oats; all of which are ‘specialties in at 
least this part of Alberta. Given access to 
the market for these products which lies 
actually at our doors, this country would 
soon surpass in prosperity the expectations 
of the most sanguine. The most remarkable 
feature ‘of all is the shipment of Manitoba 
flour to the Orient, to countries where we 


‘have always believed that flour was un- 


merchantable in competition with the native 
rice. When the fact of the present import- 
ant shipments is considered and the future 
possibility of even a suiall proportion of the 


‘hundreds of millions of Japaneseand Chinese 


taking to the use of flour as a luxury, which 
now seems not improbable, there is a pro- 
spect of a market for No. 1 hard wheat, that 
is not equalled on the eastern side of the 
continent. The rate at which shipments 
were made this summer of 40,000 sacks a 
month, would amount to 480,000 sacks a 
year, equal to at least a million bushels of 
wheat—and the trade has only commenced. 
With a railway north from Calgary to 
Edmonton this point would have an advant- 
age of 650 miles less haul over Manitoba for 
‘the supply of that amount of flour as well as 
the amount required for local consumption 
in British Columbia, That the flour could 
be milled more cheaply on the Saskatchewan 
than in Manitoba on account of the much 
cheaper fuel here admits of. no devbt, while 
it would be if anything ot better quality 
being made from wheat grown so much 
further north. It is altogether likely that 
the use of flour amongst the native popule- 
tions of the Orient will be chiefly asa luxury. 
The finest grades will therefore be in great. 
est demand. Consequently far northern 
grown wheat will be most sought after, 
which will place Edmonton at the head of 


to be built, and we have not the surplus | 


and will be more likely to use greater exer- 
tions to have it built. 

In the meantime, until the railway ie 
built, the question arises, in what way can 
we avail ourselves of this British Columbia 
market? Flour, oats and vegetables will not 
bear the cost of transportation by wagon to 
Calgary, and eggs would not stand the trip, 
therefore we can do nothing with these pro- 
ducts in that direction at the present time. 
But baconand butter are two important 
farm products that would bear the cost of 
transportation to Calgary for the British 
Columbia market, and be enabled to com- 
pete with Manitoba on nearly equal terms. 
Both articles could be handled at a freight 
rate ofa cent a pound to Calgary in winter 
when they would suffer no damage, which 
would or should place them on an equality 
at that point with the Manitoba product. 
There is no part of Canada where the c arse 
grains—oats and barley—suitable for hog 
feed will give a greater or more certain 
return than here. The only objection to 
their being raised to an unlimited extent is 
the difficulty of disposing of the surplus. If 
this surplus could be turned into bacon 
which could be disposed of at prices current 
elsewhere, as it seems possible it can be 
with the opening now existing in British 
Columbia, it would appear that the hog 
raising industry in this district is capable of 
great and profitable expansion, even without 
railway connection. Of course a packing 
house would have to be established, and this 
would require capital. But with a certain 
amount of co-operation between the farmers 
and the merchants a comparatively small 
ainount of capital would be sufficient to give 
the thinga trial, which might and probably 
would result in a great impetus being given 
to the farming industry in this district, and 
would add very considerably to the general 
prosperity. 

But if there is any doubt regarding the 
possibility of profitably furnishing bacon to 
British Columbia from Edmonton there is 
none regarding butter. The luxuriance of 
the grassin this region and the abundance 
of 2o0ol water make it the champion butter 
district of Canada both as regards quantity 
and quality. This year butter was sold in 
Edmonton at 20 cents a pound, a price that 
would allow a fair margin for its delivery and 
reatail sale in British Columbia. But here 
again the necessity for capital and co-opera- 
tion come in. There is no use in attempting 
to compete with farmer's butter against 
creamery butter in an outside market. No 
matter how good the farmer’s butter may be 
it is still at a disadvantage as compared with 
creamery in name it in nothing else, there- 
fore if Edmonton is to sell butter in British 
Columbia creameries must be established here. 
The winter is now drawing on when there 
will be time to consider what the proceedings 
are tobe nextsummer. It will be a good 
time for the farmers, merchants and monied 
men to put their heads together and see if 
they cannot form one or more joint stock 
companies for the establishment of creamer- 
ies next season, in order that the butter 
producing capabilities of this region nay be 
turned to the fullest and most profitable 
account. There isa ready market within 
our reach, If we do not reach it we cannot 
blame either the government or the C. F. KR. 
but just our noble selves.

THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Dr. McInnis who returned last week from 
attending the meeting of the Canadian 
medical association at Banff, took a trip to 
the Pacific coast before coming home, aud is 
vividly impressed by the present progress 
and future possibilities of British Columbia, 
Banff and the much advertised National 
Park have not turned out a brilliant success. 
The summer tourist business has only mater- 
jalized to a limited extent, the government 
expenuitures have ceased and the coal nines 
at Authracite have been shut down for a 
long time. Consequently Banff and Anthra- 
cite are on the decline, although the virtues 
of the place as a health resort are up to 
specifications, The coal mines are likely to 
re-open shortly on an extensive scale both at 
Anthracite and Canmore so that there is still 
a business future, although an indefinite one, 
before the Park. On the ride through the 
Rockies and Selkirks and through the Fraser 
river canyon the — of the Park is far 
pee wer Tre most important of the 
undeveloped resources of British Columbia, 
as seen from the railway live, is its torests of 
valuable timber. These are very extensive 
both in the Rockies and Selkirks and up and 
down the Columbia, but as yet only three or 
four savmills are in operation. On the 
coust the supply of timber is still greater aud 
of tiner quality and the lumbering industry is 
developed o a considerable degree. The 
lumber is exported to Japan, China aud 
Australia. The supply of timber is practical- 
ly inexhaustible. any of the trees inthe 
coast forests measure 60 feet in circumfer- 
ence. A few weeks ago the local government 
sold atimber limit for $600,000. Mining is 
being caried on at Mount Stephen in the 
Rockies and at IIlecillewaet in the Selkirks. 
Tnere is some farming and a great deal of 
stock raising on the ranching system done 
around Kamloops, which is an open moun- 
tainous country, but the train passes 
through there in che night. The fisheries of 
the Fraser are marvellous. Indians stand all 
day long on the bank and scoop up fish with 
ascoop netas they might in any other 
stream scoop water, New Westminster at 
the mouth of the Fraser is the chief seat of 
the tish canning industry and has a branch line 
of railway but was not visited. Harrison 
hot springs about five miles from Agassiz 
station and on Harrison lake, rival Banff and 
ae patronized by westerners in preference. 
The railway skirts the shore of Harrison lake 
which is only a short railway ride from Van. 
couver. Vancouver is a bustling city of 
12,000 inhabitants, having electric light, 
splendid water works and an electric street 
railway in progress. Mauy buildings are 
going up, chiefly of brick or stone vhich 
give the place a most substantial appearance. 
Sir Donald Sinith is erecting a 75,000 build- 
ing for stores and othces, and many British 
nabobs have invested heavily in land and 
buildings. A parcel of laad of 35 
acies situated about five wiles east of the 
city near the saw mill village of Hastings was 
sold at auction by the British Columbia 
government tor 8560 an acre, in acre blocks. 
it was covered with heavy timber. The 
Japan and China steamers arrive and depart 
from Vancouver every three weeks, They 
bring chiefly silke and tea for New York and 
London and return with flour, lumber, coal 
and cotton for Japan and China, where they 
touch atthe ports of Yokvhauwa, Shanghai 
and Hong Kong. These steamers have 
taken this summer an average of 40,000 
sacks of Manitoba flour a month, The 
freight is $2.50 a sack fromthe Manitoba 
mills to Hong Kony. The cval is taken from 
Nanaimo. The lumber is the product of the 
mills inthe vicinity of VaneouVer and the 
cotton comes from the eastern provinces 
and States. A line of steamers makes direct 
connection at Vancouver between the Chit 
steamers and San Francisco. A same 
connects with Tacoma twice u Week and 
with Victoria every day, going in the after 
noon ov the arrival of the C. .

EXPERIENCE TEACHES. 
Eprror Buuuetin. 

Sin.—The question of the advisability of 
using frozen wheat for seed is very import- 
ant to the agriculturist, and one that evory 
farmer should thoroughly investigate. With 
your permission I will endeavor to notea 

ew facts as they have occurred to me. The 
only géneral investigation I have heard of 
was made by the State cultural associa- 
tion of Minnesota, and that was not at all 
4onclusive, The only important published 
Y-@onclusion they arrived at was that 60 per 
cent. of frozen wheat will grow. That of 
itself isnot of so much importance as the 
effect tliat the seed which has been frozen will 
have onthe crop. Just what the Minnesota 
board of agriculture meant by saying that 
sixty per cent of frosted wheat will grow is 
not Sr coer because of frozen wheat that 
was su ciently mature before being frozen 
po it a be 88 — — 
ape per cent would germinate, a 
under favorable circumstances yield a good 
crop. On the other hand, wheat that was so 
1 matured that it could not be 
called merchantable but might be considered 
of use for feeding, perhaps fifty or sixty per 
cent would germinate and uce ag 
crop under favorable circumstances, The 
question of what are and whet are not favor- 
able circumstances is a much more difficult 
one to establish. The reason that wheat 
which may be considered frosted or frozen 
ia not good seed is because it is immature 
and cannot become mature. The conditions 
that might be considered favorable are wet, 
or dry, or perfect conditions of the soil at 
the time of sowing. It isan acknowledged 
fact that wheat fully matured or dead ripe 
has amuch heavier coating of bran on it 
than wheat cut before it is fully ripe; and 
ecientists tell us that the bran of wheat that 
has become very ripe is compused of innum- 
erable minute oil celis, and that the oil is’ 
aced there for the protection of the grain 
n its natural state. In practice we find this 
to be true, because if well ripened wheat is 
soaked for some considerable time in water 
it will be found to be not very much swollen 
or enlarged, and only a little softened. On 
the other hand if wheat that might be con- 
sidered badly frozen be soaked for the same 
length of time it will be found to have swell- 
totwo orthree timesite former size. 
Right here is where the conditions come in. 
The skinor branof the frozen wheat not 
having been fully matured is incapable of 
keeping out the water and consequently the 
Contents of each grain is thoroughly saturat- 
od, fermentation takes place at once and the 
grain is rotted. Exactly the same thing 
occurs if there is a week of cold, wet weather 
in spring, immediately after the grain is 
sown and before it has sprouted. e con- 
ditions that might be considered perfect are 
but little more certain of giving perfect 
results, at least in our latitude, because by a 
careful observation it will be found t 
when badly frozen wheat has germinated 
and putforth abud thatits substance is 
almost if not entirely exhausted. Wheat 
that might be considered not nearly so badly 
frozen, if put in the ground, with heat and 
moisture and allthe conditions perfect, will 
22 and put forth a blade perhaps an 
uch above the surface, when the substance 
will beexhausted and the plant remain at 
that stage for perhaps ten days or longer 
until it pute forth roote and establishes itself 
in the ground, from which it has to draw 
nourishment to further develop it, with the 
result that it will be ten daya or two weeks 
longer coming to maturity and will be just 
to that extent more in danger of being frozen 
again. There is ale» much to be gained by 
properly harvesting frozen wheat. Wheat 
mer be injured by a very slight frost before 
it isfully matured, and once it is frozen it 
will not fully mature, but immediately 
begin to deteriorate. To leave it standing 
with the idea that the grain will harden 19 4 
mistake.
